Vrom recent surveys it has b>>uii nsoer- 
taiaed that tho eiitiro city of Virj^iiiin h.is 
moved 30 inuhus to tiiu east amco thu bi^ 
fir* of 1875. Tho ftlayimrtl block in Gold 
Sill II known to be gradually sliding 

J jibwirin the direction of Gold Onfinn, and 
' hks moved imarly two feot sinco its erec- 
tion. This inovetneiit is bo gradual that 
does not eSuct in any manner ihenafety 
of tho biiildii)i»s, BH thii ground to a depth 
of nearly oneliundreJ feot to iliu hedcDck 
is known to bo cuiitiimiilly alidiiif,' . It is 
a well k^)wn fact iimimi; practical 
; miners that tho ground on which 
■Virginia City is built is what 
ia termed a slide, and that il is necessary 
to sink nearly 100 feet before finding the 
natural bedrock. These slides are caused 
by tho constant crumblin[» cf tho rocks on 
the mountain hides. Tho debris thus ac 
cumulated throunh incalculable uj^tH is 
constantly gravitating downward, anil in 
B few hundred thousuiids of yeais what u 
DOW known as the site of- Viruiuia City 
will liie nothing but barren bedrock, worn 
as smooth by thu actioi} of t!iu (iluinonta 
as the southern slope of Suyar Li-af iMmin- 
tain, and were it possible for slriicturoa 
built by human hands to stand the decay 
of time, tho entire city itself would then 
have been forced out on the flat between 
tho motith of Six-Mile Oanon and the 
Oarson River. 

Jin orcavatiou made at tho base of Sugar 
Loaf Mountain aovernl j'ears ago showed 
that the float rock that hiul bpon ilriftiiig 
down the mountain for ages bail (iccuunna- 
lated in itn coiirso to tlio depth of 3U feet.

'■■ age of this monntnin from the fact that a 
leaidant who has lived at tho baHS for 20 
ye&ia has nevtr observed the HmalloBt parti- 
cle of . float rock drifting down its sides, 
while on the north what wus once a ravine 
lias been filled up by crumbling earth and 

, , leeliit jfroni'the snrronnding hills nntil it is 
how within a few feot of the aumuiit and 
forms quite a renpL-ctiiblo hill it- 
self. In 1878, on the ilat lying be- 
tween the mouth of Sii-SIile Oanon 
on the Carson river, a Hhaft waa uont down 
to a' depth of 113 feot by a party of placer 
tnioerB in search of bedrock. At that 

-'depth a large body of water was encount- 
ered, and, as their means were exhausted, 
they were forced to abandon tho undertak- 
ing. The waste hoisted in .sinking thia Blmfi 
consisted of a decomposed tjuartz of 
the same charactor ns that found on 
the Comstock, mixed with the shale that 

- kad drifted with the trachyte formation 
"ib -the cafion. Float rook from tho Ohol- 
lar cruppingg has been found at a distaiioo 
of 6ftecn miles east of the city, and is 
supposed to have been thrown there by 
voloanic HOtion.

Tho force of water, also, is insif- 
ficient in case of fire, thus rendering tho 
auxiliary aBsistance of engines indispen- 
"-"Isiliblej!'' 'If-the foroo wore greater — if the 
*.'^^'f^t^li?^^?jyiRjaIie,d from a high level— tho 
' ■ preaaure would 'be 'enough to throw an 
effeotive'-stream far' above the highest 
building that is likely to bo erected within 
tho city limits for yuiirs to como without 
the asalatiuiCB of engluei. The recent fire 
qn Johnson street showed how inetllcient 
the existing supply Is, when the moat 
' /powecful stream barely wet the roof which 

■ IS about 60 foel above the straetl Taller 
' buildings are already projected and may 
> bo aoon underway. Imagine a four or 

live story structuro on fire in tho upper 
floor or on tho roof and the water supply 
.. no more ulTeetivo than now. On all the 
lower levels at this time there is an ac- 
oumulutioh uf filth. The' RUttera roek 
with foul. deposits, and when the oorpor- 
ation workmen have removed these de- 
posits they are unable to flush tho gutters 
oliectivoly because tho water pressure is so 
weak. For tho same reason water-closots 
which have become foul when omptiud 
cannot be washed out. At this time there 
are several cases of typhoid fever in town. 
Several deaths have occurred since the 
neir year. As tho summer advances those 
cases will incroasu rnthor than diminiah 
unless tho cause is removed. Typhoid 
generally .remits from bad drainage; 
although' Tm'pura' milk and bad water 
are 'often responsible for the existence of 
tho disease. It frequently happens that 
food and drink entering people's stomachs 
are u'a deadly to their systems as the poison- 
ous vapors that are inhaled through their 
nostrils. Now, there is a growing belief 
that the prevniliitf$ sicknosK is as much 
due to an insuffioieQt and impure supply 
of water as tO~ tho lack of a good system 
of drainage. Wo read an article in an 
English niai^azine a short time ago in 
which it was usierted that bad milk ai>d 
water causO as many deaths aa the pulaon- 
oua exhalations of cesspools and closets. 
Instances were cited in London and oUe- 
"wb.ore where the, drainage was faultless 
and yet ty phuid existed tu a deadly ex- 
tent. After thorough examinations ic 
■was de-^idfld that well- water into which 
there was seepiige frum water-closets and 
'inilk from cuws that drank water from a 
ditch caused tliu dtsci^su in spite of the 
good order (if the drains. There i« good 
reosnu for the statement that JDIk Lake 
water as supplied to tlio city is [>ot of the 
purest. The stroni; woody taste that perr 
vadea it indicates the presence of decayed 
vegetable matter. There is a good 61ter- 
age system at the dam; but further puriti- 
" catiun is necessary. The by law which it 
is proposed to submit; to tho ratepayers 
on tho 5th proximo comprehends a con - 
utant supply of pure w;iter from a reser- 
■ voir to be built near town. The con> 
Btructiiin of this reservoir will give the 
fire department an abundance of water at 
a snfficienc pre^tsure to send a stream over 
& five-stury building; and the sanitary 
committee will bo eii:ibled to flush ([uttera 
And sewers; all parts of the town will 
receive a full and eunstaut supply for 
domestic and other purp>isea; and before 
being admitted Into the pipeii for distri- 
bution the water will be thoroughly filter- 
ed, thus lessening the risk of disease. 
Another advantage will bo the indenend-- 
eut supply that tho reservoir system will 
iiiBuro, so that in case of a fire breaking 
out while the water is turned off at the 
lake there will still be sufficient stored in 
the reservoir to supply the town for 
aoveral days if necessary. Viewed from 
any standpoint wo think that the by-law 
ia a good one and should bo passed. It is 
a necessary eoiicoiiiitaiit uf a general sys- 
tem of drainage which is propoaod and 
which cannot be carried out unless watar 
supply and pressure are inereased. It is 
also essential as a sanitary meftsure, and 
. it% importance to the ficemea in oue of 
) .'qpnflagfatiou goes without talking.

WiNNiPEO, April 22. — The situation at 
Prince Albert is critical, llajor Crozier 
telographs that his men arc living on half 
rations and civilians on a quarter.

MIDDIjBTON at OL.tllKK's CItOSSINO. 

Gen. Middlotou reached Clarke's Cross- 
ing on Saturday. . He did not encounter tho 
rebels. He was then to proceed up to Ba- 
tooho's: CrbBsihg,-23'iuiles up the iSIiskat- 
ohewon. ; If no resistanoe ^ is offered;' Mid- 
'dloton will make a 'dash" across tho country 
from Batoohe to Prince Albert, which he 
thiuku he could reach by next Tuesday or 
Wednesday. 

WOBTULBSS AWMtTNITION.

Already they have burned tho build- 
ings ou Dewan's ranch, tho scene of Tro- 
maino's murder. The country north of 
bore was burned for hundreds of niihm 
yesterday by Indians travelling; westward. 
All the farms wero raided and cattle and 
horses driven away. 

Signal fires were seen oil around, but tho 
garrisou aro powerless to do anything but 
hold themselves ready in tho event of an 
attack. Col. Morris has done everything 
to ujak.e the settlers comfortable. They are 
nil patieutiy waitijig the arrival of th>' 
troops. Ool, Otter, in command of the 
flying column for the r£}i,ef of Battloford, 
crosse/J ibo Saskatchewan in a etvjw to-day, 
and marched 'iO miles over tho low, w<'t 
prairie, ifo will reach high ground ta- 
uiorrow, when he-will be able to march 45 
miles a d»y.

ITIOICE DVVAJMITE. 

Explosion ill ilic Adniirnlly 
Ituil«liii|;. 

London, Aprli ^,3— ll*a. m. — This 
morning an exph'si^u oacurred in the 

basement of the Adiuiri'ty l);;iiding. 
Tho building is badly dani.igi'd. .M^iny 
persons are injured, among thein were 
Soma head o&ciala of the depurtment. 
Tho explosion was undoubtedly caused by 
gun cotton or dynamite. 

Tho explosion badly damaged the 
room in which it occurred :ujd sot it on 
tiro. The (jllioiaU and Hrfineii auon ex- 
tinguished the flames. TIk- cabinet iiiin- 
istura were immediately informed liy 
telegraph of the explosion and furnished 
with all the facta in connection therewith 
that were naeortainable at the time. At 
first It was reported that tiie explosion 
was paused by dynamite, and was the 
outcoois of a plot thatched up by either 
dynamiters or nihilists for .the puiposo 
of hamponng the war preparations of tho 
governn>ent. An inspector, after a cur- 
gory examination, expressed a (Jo,';bt aa to 
whether tlio explosion wa.s causi'd by gas, 
gun powder or dynaiiiito. 

3 p. m. — The expluaKMi occurred in tho 
secretary's department. Mr. iJdvviu Hivaiu- 
ion, assistant aocrotary, received a uevere 
scalp wound. It is said other ofUciala 
.werodlsn injured but none so seriously. 
It ie now bijljeved tho explosion was not 
accidental but w$c cauaud by djnainite, 
jind it ia regarded as cu.'ta.i'i that either 
gun flotton or dynamite <^sa ^sed to 
cause the eirplosion. The room in which 
tho esplogion too$( place was made a com- 
pleto wreck, tho adjacent porridors wore 
very raucli damaged whilo uil t|io win- 
dows, fronting on JJoiso Guards pjirtdu, 
were blown out. j51o arrests hayo been 
made up to this hour. 

This supposed oxploaiva jyas jtjjrown 
over the wall in rear of the admiralty 
building and facing the Horse Guards 
parade. The exploai'in occurred close to, 
but not in, Swainson'a room, as utatod in 
earlier reports. The staircase, leading to 
board room, whjch is located in the south- 
west aornai of the building was demol- 
ished, the iron r.^^.ling of the staircaad 
wrenched from its fael.ojiiiiga and the 
windows within fifty yardjs u{ the spot 
where tho exphision took plaeo lyeA'e 
broken.

Outline of the Bill Bclorc the 
. Federal-Parliament. 

Only Five Dollars Entrance Fee 



' OrrAWA, April 13th. 
The bill to re.'ttrlct and regulate Chi- 
nese immigration into Canfula intruduced 
this after afternoon by Mr. Chapleau, ro- 
uites i'tV the ' preamble that it is ox 
pedibnt to' restrict the nunftjer of Chineao 
imniigrnnla coining hero and thereby en- 
courage .Eunij)o;ui iiiiiiiigratlon, and to 
provide a ayatein of registration and con- 
trol over Ohiiu'Bo immigranls while in 
Canada. All Uhlneae iijion ontering tho 
Dominion, whether by railway or ship,aro 
required to pay a tax of $d ;)nr head, with 
tho exception of members of the diplo- 
matic corps or other v '^'riimont ro- 
prosoiilatives and their su;'. 'iul servants, 
ccnaulsand consular ageiin-, ;'J.i() tuuriatSf 
merchants, servants and studi-uts who aro 
bearers of certificates of identity issued by 
tho Chinese government and attested by 
the British consul ..at., the, p|aae wiiere 
granted. Tho term "merchant" in • the 
act is not to include hucksters, ped- 
dlers or those engaging In taking, dry- 
ing or otherwise preserving shell 
or other fish for home coiisuniptlon 
or export. No persons uru to bo ullowod 
to land from a vessel carrying Chinese 
imtnigraritii until a permit to db 'iid is 'ob- 
tained and every master of a Teasel- 
bringing Chineao to any port in Canada 
shall bo personally liable for tho tax im- 
posed upon Chinese immigrants conveyed 
in such voesel, and he Is required to de- 
liver, togother with tho total amount of 
tho tax to tho collector of customs im-. 
mediately upon his arrival in port an4.'! 
beloro any of the passengers or crew have 
ilisembarked, a complete list of such pas- 
sengers and crow, aliMwin^ tho names in 
full, tho place of bitth and occupation 
and last place of rosideiii'i; uf each person. 
Tho number of Chinese pisaongera to be 
carried in a vessel is not to exceed one 
for every ten tons of the net tonnage of 
tho vessel, tho crew being included in tho 
number of paa.seiigers. A permit is 
not to be grahted for the landing 
of passengers t'rom a vessel carrying Chin- 
eao until tho (piaranliiie olliter has 
granted his bill of health and has certified, 
after due examination, that no leprosy 
pr contagious diseaso exists among tho crow 
on board, or any venereal diseaso among 
any unmurried female Cbiui-si' iiasaungers 
UiiiiCL-oujpanled by jjarents. .V legistry is 
to be kept of all persons to wbom certifi- 
cates of euli'v have t/OL-ii yTaii'i il, IhvAv ccr- 
tllieates to bo ptiinn fanie uviili'pee of tho 
entry into Canada, but they may becoijtest-' 
cd by ollieers of the goverumout if their 
luitheutieity is doubted. The head money 
tajc iif not to apply to Chinese iu tho coun- 
try lit the timo of the ]>aBsing of tho act, 
but these Gliinbse, If tbay desire to remain 
iu Canada, ninst obtain within twelvo 
^uoutha a certificate of residence from the 
proper authorities, which will be granted 
free of all cjiarge. Chinese residents in 
Canada desiring to go abroad teuii)orarily 
mwit obtain a passport to enable them to re- 
turn wiihout being subject to tho tai.

The boy who whistles is a nuiaauco. 
However, everything has its uses. The 
whistling buoy is now the greatest fog 
signal they have. It is the invention of 
a New York man, Mr. .1. M. Courtenay. 
1( consists of a pear-shaped bulb that 
floats point up on the water. A long 
tube, open a' its lower end, posses up 
through the bottom of tbe bulb and out 
at tbe top. The upper end Is closed with 
a plate, through which there are three 
boles. In one is secured a big loi:omo- 
tive whistle. In the other two are valves 
which open inwards. 

As the buoy rises nn a wave the water 
sinks down in tbe tube and the air rushes 
in through the valves to take its place. 
Then tbe buoy sinks into the trough of 
the sea and iLe water presses up througli 
tho tube, forcing the air ouL With tho 
varying pressures tho whistle makes the 
most heartrending sounds known to hu- 
manity.
